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Where are the candidates 
for Utah education board? 


_ The general election this fall could 
have an impact on public education in 


_ Utah for years to come if people with 


leadership and vigor file for the five 
positions on the Utah State Board of 
Education which are up for re-election 
this fall. 


_ But few seem to want the job. With 
just a few days left before the June 25 
filing deadline, only 11 people — four of 
‘them incumbents — have filed for the 
five ‘offices, 

_ The decision to run for office can’t be 
made the day of the deadline. Those 
who file have to collect the signatures 
of 100 registered voters and have those 
named certified by a county clerk be- 


_ fore the June 25 filing deadline. 


Those who want to make a difference 


and bureaucratic inertia are elected to 
the Utah Board of Education, the board 
can lead out in the changes that must be 
made in Utah’s education. 


Unless Utah greets the next decade’s 
army of children with competent 
teachers, adequate space, vigorous cur- 
ricula, and inventive planning, we will 
fall farther behind not only in educa- 
tion, but also in the economic develop- 
ment that can result from good schools. 
Worse, the confusion and resentment 
that is nipping at education now may 
one day bind the system to mediocrity. 


This year’s election is a critical one 
for the board. The majority of seats — 


five of the nine — аге up for election. 


Those five seats represent several 
counties, including Davis, Salt Lake, 
Carbon, Emery, Dagget, Uintah, Du- 
chesne, Grand, Sanpete, Sevier, Juab, 
Millard, Tooele, Box Elder, Beaver, 
Iron, Garfield, Kane, and Washington 
counties. 
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
